Stalin Confident of Victory 

Premier Stalin of Russia on May. Day 
gave the Red Army high praise for its 
success of the past two years in the de- 
fence. of Russia and the Allied armies in 
Tunisia and North Africa on their great 
achievement. At the same time he spoke 
in the warmest terms of “the valiant 
‘Anglo-American air force’ which 
“strikes shattering blows at’ military and 
industrial centres of Germany, foreshad- 
owing the formation of a second front in 
Europe against the Italo-German 
Fascists.” 

He sees the war emerging into one 
terrific blow against the Hitlerite armies. 
The German war machine has been 
shaken to its foundations, The United 
Nations’ successes have changed the 
course of the global war and created the 
military prerequisite for victory over Nazi 
Germany. Fascism has had to give up its 
plan of lightning war and refers with 
grieyoug lamentations to the inevitability 
of a long-drawn out struggle. The Russian 
leader shrewedly pointed out that where- 
as the Germans had formerly boasted of 
lightning blows now they were boasting 
of being able to slip away from encircle- 
ment in Africa and in Russia and to avoid 
another Stalingrad, a queer sort of boast 
for the Hitlerites. Stalin says it was prob- 
ably the last thing the Germans could 
boast about. 

The Russian leader warned about Ger- 
man babbling about peace because things 
were passing through a crisis in Germany. 
In reference to peace talk, Stalin pointed 
out Russia’s resolute attitude that “only 
the utter routing of the Hitlerite armies 

and the unconditional surrender of 





é Hitlerite Germany can bring peace to]. 


Europe.” 

Stalin explained that what wag needed 
to smash Germany is another two or three 
powerful blows from the west and east 
for the catastrophe of Nazi Germany to 
become an accomplished fact. Therefore 
he sees a stern and hard struggle ahead 
for the Russian people and the Red Army 
and the Allies “for complete victory, over 
the Hitlerite fiends.’ He has called 
for a demonstration of still’ greater 
strength by the “Russian” workers and 
farmers to supply Russia with more guns, 


tanks, aircra: machine guns, mortars, 
ammunition, equipment and provisions. 
“In return for the confidence and solici- 
tude of its people the Red Army must 
strike at the enemy still more strongly

‘Poles under the tyranny and oppression 
of Germany and in.lands where they have 
found refuge from the storm which burst 
over their native land nearly four years 
ago, have: been pelebrating the’ 152nd 
anniversary of the adoption of Poland’s 
democratic constitution on May 3rd, 1791, 
which declared all power in civil aociety 
to be derived from the will of the people 
and which confirmed the principle of 
religious tolerance for all classes. 

“The anniversary finds the Poles abroad 
fighting with the United Nations’ armed 
forces and those at home battling against 
the German occupation authorities with

from among the people, Victor Podoski, 
Polish Minister to Canada said this week. 
Poles have never yielded to the foe and 
never asked terms of the invader of their 
soil; Denied the freedom of thought and 
action and even of the right to live, for 
the Germans have exterminated two and 
a half million of. them, the Poles keep

What have the Poles done in the war?

Saunders is their official histori- 
an and has just published the story 
of the Commandos under the title 
of “Combined Operations.”

‘The Commandos have been trair- 
ing for a long time, and have quiet- 
ly been raiding the continental 
coast from Norway to Spain. These 
raids have been partly to gain in- 
formation and wage a war of nerves 
against the Boche, and partly to 
find out by trial and error how to 
make these attacks. 

Biggest of all the raids was the 
Canadian-led Dieppe affair which 
turned out to’ be so costly. However, 
combined operations in that harsh 
adventure learned invaluable les- 
sons which will stand them in good 
Stead in the hard days to come,

Axis Shows Mortal Weakness 

“The first mortal weakness’’ of the 
Eurcpean enemy has been shown by the 
Allied air war. The drawing of German 
plares from the fighting fronts to purely 
defensive operations is costing Germany 
loss of aggression and _initiative—some- 
thing which will “‘prove a major factor in 
victory for the United Nations.” 

Prime « Minister Churchill so — spoke 
before the Congress of the United States 
on Wednesday and added that “‘it is well 
worth finding out” if air power alone 
can cause the collapse of Germany and 
Italy, about which opinion is divided. ‘ 

Ceaseless bomb raids will make it im- 
possible for these ‘Axis nations to carry on 
any war industry on & large scale any- 


_ qwhere in the enemy countries or in domin- 


ated Europe. 

‘A thunderbolt was hurled ot Japan by 
Mr. Churchill when - he proplesied the 
utter destruction of enemy power on the 
Pacific until their war industries and 
their cities lie in ashes; and that Britain 
would fight to the finish alongside the 
United States in destroying Japanese 
tyranny and aggression ‘while there is 
breath in our bodies and blood flows in 
our veins.” 3 

Of Japanese cities and industries these 
were his words, ‘in ashes they must surely 
lie before” peace comes to the world.” 
Immediate and effective aid to China was 
forecast. Mr. Churchill painted a picture 
of the Allied interests in the Pacific 
which must- be restored and retrieved to 
the Allied powers at the earliest possible 
moment. at eae : 

Mr. Churchill struck the note of soli- 
darity of the American and British 
peoples ana the other United Nations ina 
righteous war and in peace. =~ | 

His praise of Russia which is still bear- 
ing, he said, the burden of the war on 
land led him to state that Britain and the 
United Natiens must do everything to 
take the weight of the enemy off Russia 
and against whom Hitler, he prophesied, 
would make a third and supreme gamble 
in an attempt to knock Russia out and 
again would fail. re 

Before the United Nations the British 
leader held out the lofty ideal of demo- 
cracy. Only by singleness of purpose, 
tenacity and endurance can we discharge 
our duty to the future of the world and 
the destiny of man. Pe! 

Mr. Churchill spoke under the inspira- 
tion of the great Allied -victory in North 
Africa and of his visit in the great throb- 
bing Republic of the United States, 


“Why Meat -Will Be Rationed 

Canadians have now before them the 
meat rationing program which ig to come 
into effect on Thursday, May 27th., and 
they have had information as to the cuts 
and the amount of Sach cut rationed. 

There has appeared in Canadian news- 
papers “‘the story behind the rationing of 
meat.” In this the people are informed 
that meat is a weapon of war and that 
after all the special wartime demands are 
provided for, there will be only one half 
of the meat produced in Canada which 
will be available for ordinary domestit 
consumption at home. . 

This is not unnatural. Members of the 
armed forces must have ample meat 
supplies guaranteed for it is one of the 
most potent of foods. Then too the people 
of Canada are pleased to help supply the 
people of Britain with meat. The Mother- 





‘Jand has now. to depend more and more 


on Canada for food supplies to keep up 
its weekly meat ration of 28 cents worth 
of meat per person : 
Other demands “on the meat supply 
connected with war work include added 
consumption of meats by civilians en- 
gaged in defence projects such as the 
Alaska Highway and the Shipshaw 
- Power undertaking. 


There are three other cases where’ meat 
must be provided. The Red Cross needs 
canned meat in large quantities to send to 
prisoners of qwar in enemy lands. Besides 
there are many more ships under Allied 
flags now calling at Canadian ports and 
these are engaged in war work“and must

There still remain portions of meat 
which are not to be rationed, namely 
oxtail” ‘liver, heart, tongue, kidney, 
wieners, bologna and other smoked saus- 
ages, cooked meat loaves and spareribs, 
as well as fow) and fish. 

Rationing as has’ been explained is a 
means to equal sharing for civilians, all 
getting alike and with a wide-range of 
cuts of different types of meat available. 
Undoubtedly many persons did~ not 
hitherto realize how many cuts there are 
available in a’ beef, a calf, a-hog, a lamb 
or a sheep, The Prites Board will distri- 
bute charts so that the people will be 
made familiar with the various types of 
meat, To many undoubtedly * these will 
open.a new experience of values in meats 
which they had not dreamed of.

ANADIANS must dig and deliver coal that we riay sail 


; C convoys, power vital war plants, keep our railroa 
rolling, preserve the nation’s health! ; 
The coal mining industry—miners and management alike— 
have dohe wonders to provide coal, but they need help. 
Mere workers must be previded, or we falter—possibly 
fail—in thjs grim hour. Nature has been generous but we 
must help ourselves. Our mines are rich, but under- 


manned. 


By Proclamation, His Excellency the Governor General in 
Council has declared that labour supply for coal mines 
ranks as a national emergency. Further, in order to 
provide manpower for coal, the Governor in Council has 
issued an Order in Ceuneil aimed at swelling the flow of 


coal from mine to firepot. 


This Order is of vital interest te everyone in Canada. 
Every Canadian should read and study its provisions, to . 
see whether it demands any action on his part: x 


] EVERY EMPLOYER, REGARDLESS OF HIS INDUS: 

TRY, must advise his employees of these Regulations, 
and he must assist in discovering whether any of, his 
employees have had previous experience as coal mine 
workers. . 


2 EVERY EMPLOYEE, REGARDLESS OF HIS INDUS- 

TRY, who has had previous experience as a coal mine 
worker, must report that- fact to his employer not 
later than Tuesday, May 25th, 1943. 


3 A “COAL MINE WORKER” FOR THESE PURPOSES 

is anyone who, since January Ist, 1935, has worked 
under provincial certificate or license in or around a 
coal mine, or who, since the same date, has been 
employed for a total of at least 24 months in the 
production of coal (except at office work). 


4. EVERY EMPLOYER, NOT A COAL MINE OPER- 

ATOR, must report in writing to a Selective Service 
Officer not later than Tuesday, June Ist, 1943, full 
details on any of his employees who are ex-coal mine 
workers. 


5 SELECTIVE SERVICE OFFICERS ARE ‘AUTHOR- 
IZED to require ex-coal mine workers to report for 
interview and to accept work at a coal mine. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE OFFICERS MAY REQUIRE 

6 any man in any employment, if subject to Mobiliza- 
tion Regulations but rejected for Military Training, 
and certain others excused from Military Training, 
to accept employment at a coal mine. 


NO COAL MINE OPERATOR may terminate the 
services of any coal mine worker without written 
permission from a Selective Service Officer. 


8 NO COAL MINE WORKER may leave employment — 


at a coal mine without written permission from a 
Selective Service Officer. 


g EVERY EX-COAL MINE WORKER, returning to the 

industry under thes¢ Regulations, will be paid wages 
at the established rate for the job at which he is 
placed; and the Government will pay wages"@f 40 
cents an hour, 8 hours a day and 48 hours a week, 
to any ex-coal mine worker required to leave his 
present employment under these provisions, but not 
placed immediately at coal mining. 


10 A BOARD ALLOWANCE of not morc than $7.50 a 

week may be paid an ex-coal mine worker now return- 
ing to a coal mine, if required to live away from the 
residence of his dependents. 


Il PRESENT AND FUTURE COAL MINE WORKERS 

will be granted postponement from Military Training 
to February Ist, 1944, by virtue of their occupation; 
and no coal mine worker will be accepted for volun- 
tary enlistment in the Armed Forces of Canada, prior 
to February Ist, 1944, except under permitAo enlist 
from a Selective Service Officer. 


NO EMPLOYER IN CANADA, EXCEPT A COAL 
MINE OPERATOR, may solicit for employment or 
hire any ex-coal mine worker. : 


| REGARDLESS OF ANY DOMINION OR PROVIN- 


CIAL LAW, male persons at least 16 years old may be 
employed as coal mine workers, and female persons 
at least 18 years old may be employed as surface coal 
mine workers. 


1. 4 WAR EMERGENCY TRAINING CLASSES will be 
available for training men as coal mine workers. : 


Such is the substance of the new regulations. Full details may be had at any Employ- 


ment and Selective Service Office. If these provisions require action on your part, 


you are urged in the national interest to act immediately. Severe penalties are pro- 


vided for non-compliance, but the Government relies. on the co-operation of the 
s citizens of Canada to make prosecution unnecessary by prompt action as required.

President Willard H. Dow of the Dow 
Chemical Company reports that in the 
not distant future we may be eating the 
container’ in which food is stored. He 
points out that we have synthetic sausage 
casings and tasty ice cream cones. As he 
says, “Why stop there?” The possibilities 
are gargantuan in scopé and citizens 
ought to do some thinking on the 
problem. es 

For example,. why shouldn’t we have a 
plastic, edible container of sweet corn 
flavor to use in preserving shell beans? 
The whole thing could go into the pan 
and after a few minutes the result would 
be that incomparable dish — succotash. 
Some intransigent folks may prefer lima 
beans instead of shell beans, but, after 
all, the opinion of minorities should be 
respected. 

Or perhaps you would prefer to con- 
template an edible can of whipped cream 
flavor to go with preserved strawberries. 
One could then chop a can to pieces in 
the salad-bowl and_ use the contents on 
home-made biscuits. The union of rhu- 
barb and cream appeals ag a happy 
possibility. A can flavor of baby onions to 
accompany potato hash (you remember 
potatoes?) has definite possibilities, and 
a tomato ketchup flavored container to 
surround canned baked beans should 
appeal to a wide public. The whole field 
needs thorough exploration.
